o small act indeed, but it is hoped that rhe time and effort put into the development of this yearbook is recognized by a 
higher power os a prayer that no other children ore killed and that whoever is responsible for these murders is 
apprehended and prevented from taking any more lives. While we may not be intimately involved with the lives, or 
deaths, of the children who were killed, we ore oil touched and shattered by this tragedy. 

The concern expressed here does not end with the Le Diable Dleu staff. The entirety of Dillard University is in on outcry 
against this destruction of human life. Block children ore the hope and future of our people,- wirh rhe loss of these lives, 
some of our future is stolen. Dillard University recognizes the value of human life. As a port of that, and even aside from 
that, rhe Dillard University Student Government Association and the NAACP Chapter held a commerarive service on 
March 19, 1981 to soy to rhe city of Atlanta, and to rhe families of rhe murdered children, that we shore your pain, we 
understand your suffering, and we core.

Rev. Dr. Joseph E. Lowery, president of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), was the guest speaker at 
Dillard's Founder's Day program. One of the most influential block Americans in the country today, Dr. Lowery spoke 
on the importance of heritage and the home to block Americans. "Come Home, Block America,'' the theme of his 
speech, emphasized that blacks should nor forget their homes, their families and their culture while making their way 
to the top in today's ever-changing, materialistic society. Dr. Lowery stored that too often, succussful blocks change 
their lifestyles completely and ignore their post once they have made it to the top. While being successful and 
materialistically comfortable is important today, it is equally important to never lose touch with one's basic beginnings 
and one's identity. Especially important is the home and the family because they ore foundations of love and support, 
foundations that have helped block Americans get to where they ore today.

Convocation 

To pay rribure ro those students who are 
outstanding in their pursuit of academic 
excellence, Dillard University held its Honor's 
Day Convocation on April 9, 1981. Honored at 
the program were all students with straight 
"A" overages, on the honor roll, and 
belonging ro the various university honor 
societies. Also honored were the University 
Scholars, and those students belonging to 
Who's Who Among Students In American 
Colleges And Universities. The guest speaker 
for this occasion was Dr. Julius S. Scott, president 
of Paine College. Dr. Scott spoke on the 
importance of education to oil. He emphasized 
that education of quality is most important, and 
that such quality education con be received or 
block institutions of higher learning — it 
depends just as much on what you put into it 
os what you get out of it.

A rally was held in Kearny 
Hall, with speeches and presentations by Jeanne Dauphin, Mack 
Jackson, Anthony Bolden, Richard Bumpers, and Lyle Warfield. At 
the end of the program, all present joined hands in singing "We 
Shall Overcome."

The class of 1981 pays a special rribure ro Thomas E. Cnrrenden, 
who devoted 25 years of his life ro the enrichment of Dillord 
University, particularly in the area of business administration. 

Decause of all he has done for Dillard, Crittenden is an institution. 

In May 1945 he graduated with honors from Snow Hill Institute in 
Snow ^Hill Alabama.

Crittenden taught far two years in the Outlet County (Alabama) 
Public School System (1947-1949). He then served as Comptroller -

(Texas) He joined the faculty of Dillard University in 1956 Jn h s 
25 years at Dillard, Crittenden moved from instructor ro Assoc
